When tlio Soventii Annual Re- 
union of tho Ariiansaw Deaf-Mute 
AsHOfiation convened at Fort 
Smith, Arlc, an Thurwday, AiiRUst 
35{d, there were eiglity persons in 
attendance. Tho Orst day's ox- 
exercisps were lar^rely devotional, 
the oxercisfH being le<i by Rev. Job 
'I'lirnor. Judge K. E. Biyant de 
iivorcd th(» address of welcome, 
whicii was responded to by Prof. J. 
W. Michaels. In the evening the 
visitors partook of a choice ban- 
quet, ])reparod by the ladies of the 
Lutheran Church, after which theru 
were a number of toasts, the re- 
sponses to which grpatly pleased 
the ('ompHiiyi a.sucinliled, iulcr- 
pretors making the deaf to under- 
stand, and the hearing to know 
what was said in the sign language,

Kiii'-t. SniUh noxt to (^lurkHville, is the 
pioiicer city for tho «>diiontioii of the dtwf in 
ArkiinM.8, for In IWK) tli« flr»t incor))orated 
school for the deaf in the Stiite was found- 
ed. Mr. Asa Clark, one of tho pioneers of 
your town, had a boy and uii'l. Mathew and 
Kinina, who were deaf and dumb. Mathew 
was Hent to New York to be educated, and, 
on returiiiiiK, he succeeded, with the help 
of liiH fiithur and mother, in inducing the 
State l/rKiKJatiire to appropriate if.'!, 000 for 
the firHt year, nTid #l,riOO per year thereafter 
for the maintenance of a school for the deaf 
here. The civil war caused the school to 
close, and so Kort Smith to-day is without 
the Slate School fur the Deaf' 

Since 1850 there have been three efforts to 
eHtablish scliools for the deaf in Arkansas. 
Each of these olTortH was made by a dent 
ami dumb per.ion. 'I'he first at Clarksville, 
in 18.'-.(l, by .T. W. Woodward of VirRlnis. 
The second at Fort Smith, in 18(K), by Mr. 
Matthew Clark, himself of F'ort Smith. 
The third at Little Rock, in l«(i7, by Mr. 
.Toseph Mount of Pennsylvania. The school 
8t.artBd by Mr. Mount took root and con- 
tiuues to grow. 

Today tho people of Fort Smith and the 
Kreat northwest of Arkansas have an op- 
portunity to decide whether the money ap- 
propriated by the state for the educatiuu of 
the deaf is ol benellt to the state. Here you 
see a set of briRht. industrious and honest 
lookhiK pcoiilo. They were once no better 
off than heathens, not knowMiiR their names, 
nor the name of tiod, nor right from wronn. 
F'rom gross ignoriini^e they have been 
brought to this. Today they are as infel- 
lldent and worthy citizens as any class of 
people, able and wiUiiii; to take care of 
themselves. They follow every occupation 
conceivable. Statistics tell ui there are 
two hundred anil fifty different occupations 
followed liy the deaf. 

There are now deaf lawyers, editors, 
authors, ininisters of the kosihiI, architects, 
bank cBshiers, presidents antS secretaries or 
bulldinK'ind loan companies, of land C(Un- 
paiiies. Slid insurance URoiils, maniifactur- 
eis, couneilmeii of i)ro|{reMsive towns, super- 
intendents, principals, teachers anil found- 
ers of schools for deaf. There are even 
baseball players, drawinR a salary of JH.OOO 
ner sea.son. There Im no orcupntion not fol- 
lowed liy the (leaf. There are also deaf 
soldiers. Arkansas has a deaf man, .1. II. 
.Jernigan of I,ittlo Hock, who wore the gray 
through the civil war and was In the thick- 
est at the Viattles near (^hattsnoona. He is 
here today. In the ]'hilip)>ines there is a 
deaf .soldier who has shown great exi>ert- 
ness as such.

of Directors was authorized to ap- 
point a missionary to hold services 
at Fort Smith, where there art* 
fifteen deaf and dumb persons; at 
Van Buren and other places, wh)>re 
there are ten or more deaf-mutes, 
at least onoe in every two weeks, 
and oftener, if possible. 

Snpt. Yates, of the School of the 
Deaf, and Mi^-s Samuelht Miohaels, 
acted as interpieters for the occa- 
sion. Miss Michaels read "nil the 
papers lieliveied, and translated 
into signs what was said by the 
henring who tt)ok part. Slie ac- 
(luitted horself adniiraltly, aud 
at her heels most of the time were 
the newspaper teporters, who gave 



us profuse mention in the daily 
papers of the city. Supt. Yates 
interpreted the welcome address de- 
livered by Judge Bryant, late 
candidate for gubernatoral honors, 
and the toast remarks of Ex-Gover- 
nor Fishback, Senator Sengel and 
others, Tliursdaj' afternoon and 
evening. 

The beaming countenance of the 
Reverend Job Turner was on the 
platform at all the meetings. He 
tlelivered a sermon Friday night 
iiefore a large crowd, aftty which a 
collection for his benefit was taken. 
His hotel and other expenses, not 
including railroad fares, were paid 
liy {\w Association and friends. 
After the meeting he took a trip of 
two days to the famous Eureka 
Springs of Arkansas. 

It has been about decided that- 
the next meeting of the Association 
will be hold at Eureka Springs, 
Arkansas, and will be in fM^ssiou for 
a week. Arrangenients have al- 
ready been started wherebj' all who 
attend can do so without cost other 
than the lailroad fare, which will 
be less thtin one far(> for the round 
trip, and then this may be returned 
at the (Mid of the meeting. 

On Sunday, the 261 h of Angus*, 
1001, a missionary t-tation was 
started at Fo»t Smith and a fund is 
being niised for its maintenance. 
Like inissionaiy stations will be 
established all over the State at 
points where there are six or more 
dejif mutes within a radius of live 
miles, and service is to be held at 
those stations once every three 
months or at least ouce every six 
months. 

Just 1 efore the convention began 
the following marriage service was 
performed. 

The following is from the Fort 
Smilli ThiwHy of August 21 :— 

" Possibly one of the most in- 
teresting ceremonies ever perform- 
ed in this city was the wedding at 
11 :l]0 o'clock this morning of 
Thomas R. Lane and Mrs. Amelia 
Wa<ll(\v Courtis, at the liome of J. 
Frank Shuford, at No. 415 North 
Fourth Street. The contracting 
parties are deaf-mules antl the cere- 
mony was performed by Rev. Job 
Turner, missionary to tho deaf- 
mutes of the south. 

" The groom is employed at the 
McLoud-Sparks furniture factory. 
Ho came here a few weeks ago 
from California. His bride was 
formerly a resident of Dallas, 
Texas, and came to Fort Smith 
about a week ago in anticipation of 
the apiuoacliing nuptials celebrat- 
1x1 this morning. 

"As the white-haired, patriarchal 
instiuctor of the deaf-mutes of the 
South stood before the contracting 
coui)Ie, and in the sign language 
conducted the regular marriage 
ceremony, th(» occasion seemed ev<>n 
more solemn than such occassions 
usu.iUy are. To those acquainted 
with the ritual of the marriage cere- 
mony the meaning of the different 
symbols were quite comprehensible. 

" The groom is 41 years of age, 
and the bride "i'i. 

"After the ceremony those pre- 
sent i)artook of a wtnlding dinner of 
fruits !ind cake. The ceremony 
was witnessed by about twenty, the 
majority of whom were deaf-mutes. 

" Mr. and Mrs. Lane will make 
theii home in Fort Smith."

Labor Daj' dawned somewhat law 
and cold as a eonsequencie of a rain 
storm the evening previous, Itut as 
the day grew older, the sun beean 
to dissipate the clouds and sent 
forth its ever-welcome beams, and 
then a joyous time was assured for 
the great mass of pleasure seekeis. 
As if by magic, over one hundred 
deaf people were en niasxf on Met- 
wln's Beach, VVoodmont, Conn. 
They came from all parts of Con- 
necticut, some from Massac hnsett*, 
and a few from Rhode Island and 
New York. 

' Woodmont was the objective 
point of the holiday crowd, but how 
it was selected, and the why and 
wherefore of it, was past the com- 
prehension of the writer, who was 
informed that it was conceived only 
a few days beforehand, and there 
was absolutely no advertising, so 
far as it could be Rsoertained. 

Woodmont is situated on the 
Sound, and is peopled by wealthy 
inhabitants of New Haven and 
Bridgeport in the summer. 

The morning was utilized by 
many of l)oth sexes in bathing in 
the still waters of the Sound, and a 
hilarious time they had of it, throw- 
ing sand and water at each other, 
leaping the frog on the sand or in 
the water, and " tagging." 

As noon vt-ss npproaohiiiL'. the 
crowd was perceptibly ii hy 

additions of those coniin^^ lis- 

lant parts of the land. Capacious 
lunch baskets were opened in the 
low-lying and open-work dining 
room, and as many as half a hun- 
dred went to the hotel proper and 
partook of a really good shore din- 
ner. The shore dinner was the 
main object of the visitors, who 
palled on beef and mutton in the 
far inland towns where they in- 
habited. 

Eating over, the dining room was 
cleared of the tables and a most 
capital time was spent in dancing 
the waltz, lanciers and Virginia 
reels. In lanciers, the deaf-mutes 
of Connectiout aud New York en- 
countered snags, which jtirred on 
their nerves on account of contrary 
movements, a .source of merriment 
to the numerous onlookers. Bath- 
ing was again indulged in but only 
by late arrivals. The younger eltA- 
ment spent the time inpl.aying ball 
and in a game of hide and seek. 
Altogether it was a glorious time 
and speaks well of those who live 
in " The Land of Sleaily Habits and 
Bine Laws." Again their wisdom 
was demon.st rated when they select- 
ed Woodmont, which is a no-license 
town, and therefore only temper- 
ance drinks were servwl, and kept 
out the rough and uuisy element of 
the deaf. 

As the day began to wane, tho 
revellers, now tired but content, 
gathered up their belongings pre- 
paratory to a home journey. Th^ 
younger people, to the number of 
forty, took a trolley car by storm 
and dubbed It "The Dummy 
Wagon." There were other people 
on it too, and the crowded state 
was taken advant^ige of, and the 
girls sat, not on the seats, but on 
the laps of the gallants. The writer 
had four budding representatives 
of the fair sex, one on his lap, and 
he was flanked on each side and his 
back was defended by another. 
Truly it was an embarrassment of 
femininity, which was hartlly ob- 
servable at thost" wretched picnics 
in New York. 

The trolley car arrived at Savin 
Rock, the Coney Island of New 
Haven, and it wjis luilliantly illu- 
minated, with white-painted and 
utany-pillared edilice, an appear- 
ance which struck one as being a 
gomi imitation of the World's Fair 
in Chicago, or the Pan-American 
Kxpositlon. The large party broke 
up into smaller gioups and plenty 
of night-seeing was made. Midnight 
saw every one on the way home, 
and all felt the day was well spent.

The first annual basket puiiu- uf 
the silent colony held here Labor 
Day, on the large lawn of the writer, 
was a success from a standpoint, 
iind will long be remembered in 
themindsoftho.se who were pre- 
sent. Although it rained the day 
before the picnic, towards evening 
tho clouds which hovered over the 
town had cleared and a full moon 
began to make its appearance in 
the east. It was hailed with joy by 
tho whole town who were anxious 
to know what kind ot weather we 
would have Labor Dtiy. 

The town was decorated with red, 
white and blue bunting and flags, 
and looked lovely. The roads hav- 
ing drieil during the night \vere 
hard at noon. Train* arrived at 
certain hours and the writer was on 
hand (o escort all deaf-mutes to 
his home. The biggest train to 
come in arrived from Troy drawn 
by two monster engines with twen- 
ty-two coaches, and had on board 
eight dt>af-niutes. Owing to the 
crowds tho deaf did not go to 
village to see the tournament, 
passed the time in merriment 
the lawn until noon when all 
down to a well-laden table sixteen 
feet long, that groaned with the 
weight of good things such as hot 
tea and coltee, hot potatoes and 
coin, cold ham and sliced dried 
beef, pork and beans, bread jind 
biscuits, pies and cakes of all kinds, 
pickles and cheese, cucumbers 
long or sliced, tomatoes red and 
yellow, peaches and bananas, and 
other things left over too numerous 
to mention, which will last the 
writer a week. The tnost enjoy- 
able time was had during the after- 
noon on the Jawn cracking jokes, 
tellinu; stories, rambling thro\igh 
the orchanl filling their pockets 
with apples, pears, plums and 
grapes, until some wished they had 
not eaten too much which 'made 
their stomach feel heavy. Supper 
was served at six P M. Ice-cream 
followed which came from the 
males who being sweet on the girls 
furnished the ojish. The evening 
pas.sed off indoors with games until 
8 P.M., when after bidding the 
host and hostess good night a 
line was made for the depot, 
couples in their haste took 
wrong depot, as w« have two, 
had it not been for the coon-eyed 
Ed. Curtis, they would have had" to 
remain over night. At 0.15 the 
train pulled in and the yell of the 
conductor warned all to get aboard 
As the train left three j'oung 
fellows who were full of joy before 
the train left, looked as if they had 
lost counterfeit ten-cent pieces.

It requires absolutely 
no effort to point out a handsome, 
stalwart man, or a pretty, blushing 
maiden; V)ut if I were, on penalty 
of death, ordered to point out a 
deaf person and one not deaf, and 
if it were not for the fact that I am 
personally acquained with nearly 
all of the deaf people here, my 
bones would be, ere the moon is 
t'ull, lying alon;;side of those of 
some of the sreat men who have 
helped to make Duluth famous. 
We all know, or are supposed 
to know, that the mule is not a 
horse, owfng chiefly to the gener- 
ous size of his ears and of the un- 
disputed ability of his to bray; but 
'• deaf, many of them being dumb 
'*, can not imitate the bass voice 
of this high-kicking quadruped, 
and, as a rule, they have no con- 
.spicuous ears to distingui.«h tli< in 
from their more favoied brethren. 
The fact that a pers<ju cannot 
hear does not make him a different 
specimen of humanity from thone 
whosf senses are all in a normal 
condition. A freak chicken witli 
web feet is no more a goose than a 
man without arm.s and Ues is a 
.snake or a fish. 

To show that \U> .• ... ..;=; just 
like those who can hear, I must 
show first a few things that they do 
and do not do, and a few things 
they can do and can not do. They 
eat three meals a day and labor 
during the day and sleep at night. 
They draw their wages or salaries 
rm Saturday, or at the end of the 
month, and with nome the profits 
an(t divid<'nds accumulate as the 
business flourishes. They pay 
their delits and, sometimes the 
debts of others. ^ They know and 
reverence their Creator and try to 
miulate the example of their Savior. 
Thfy do not go around with a chip 
on the shoulder ; and in times of war 
V do not give their enemies a 
ace to shoot them in the back — 
"♦imply t>ecau9e they are not allow- 
';d to enlist, Thoy can love as 
' hard' as any St rong heart ever lo ve<l . 
They can hate, too, but in this case 
the devil is asusally the victim.

The condition of the deaf is often 
misunderstood. Several weeks ago 
I WHS examining a student's cyclo- 
paedia which professes to be "a 
ready referenc^e library for school 
and home," and came to the subject 
of " Deaf-Mutes." I quote a few 
lines: " The mental condition of 
the deaf and dumb is so entirely 
unlike that of any other branch of 
the human family that it is hard to 
be understood. * * * The deaf 
know almost nothing bec-iuse they 
hear nothing. Speech tells them 
nothing, because they cannot hear; 
books teach them nothing, because 
they cannot read." 

This is all wrong. Tli^* author, 
though he may have Ikmii endeavor- 
ing to give reliable infoniiHTion, 
<n'idenlly knows nothing! >ibout the 
deaf. Deafness has as n. uch/effect 
upon the mind as it has upon the 
stomach, and I knowof agoml many 
aged deaf people who have stomachs 
that can digest anything except 
nails and darning needles It is to 
be regrett^-d that there are not a few 
grown-up deaf people' without an 
education, but their condition is 
not due to deafness. It is flue to 
net^lect in educating them 

Having a language of iln-ji u« n, 
the sign-language, it is natural that 
most ol them should seek their own 
company in preference to that of 
others, but they often liave easy 
and free communication with 
friends who use the manual alpha- 
l)et, and this is really a source of 
irreat pleasure to them. The sigu- 
language has been blamed for soni<» 
of the eccentricities supposed U) be 
in the deaf; but, with all its vivid- 
ness, force of expression, and even 
with all its peculiarities, if there 
are any, the deaf love it still, and 
will cling to it for all time to come, 
like the wood-tick that has some of 
our ])reciou8 Vjlood in its veins, and 
whfjse tenjicity we admire niorr than 
its company. 

Isn't the sign-bi.i^iinge the most 
Idessed of all languages when a 
young deaf couple are thinking; very 
seriously of the future? "They 
converse in a low tone that cannot 
be overheard — for the language of 
love is never loud."

The enterprise of the manage- 
ment of the Eden Musee was ad- 
mirably .shown immediately after 
the attempted assassination of 
President McKinley. A large force 
of artists are constaiitly engaged \{ 
the Musee in preparing new wax 
groups. Nearly a dozen are com- 
pleted, all bnt the fini,shing touches, 
and orders were given to complete 
them Saturday. The manager of 
the Musee was just leaving when 
the news came of the attempted 
as8a,ssinalion. Immediately all of 
the artists were telegraphed and at 
eight o'clock they were at work on 
a new figure of President McKin- 
ley, and in making ready for a 
figure of the assassin. A tele- 
graphic description was secured 
fi-oin BulTalo but it was found in- 
adequate. One of the Musee's 
artists happened to be in Buffalo at 
the time of the attempted murder. 
With great difficulty he saw the 
anai-chist and marie a few quick 
sketches and secured the measure- 
ments from the police. Early Sat- 
urday morning he was on his way 
to New York, and by evening all 
the artists were working upon the 
figui-e of Leon Czolgosz, By Sunday 
morning it was completed and was 
placed on exhil)ition. This is the 
quickest time on record for tne 
making of a complete wax figure, 
and in all twenty p- rsons were em- 
ployed. A new figure of President 
McKinley was also added to the 
group of the Rulers of the World. 
The figure of the assassin was 
jtlaced in tho prison cell in the 
Chamber of Horr-ors. This is the 
same cell that was once occupied by 
Guiteau, the murderer of Garfield. 
In addition to these wax figures 
there are other features at the 
Musee which will be of special in- 
terest at the present time. Moving 
pictures are shown hourly of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and also pictures 
of the Pan-American Exhibition, 
showing several views of the Temple 
of Music, where the attempted as- 
sassination took i)lace. WhelVner 
President McKinley'a pictui-e is 
shown the enthusiasm aroused 
among the visitors show- his wonder- 
ful popularity and the grief at his 
dangerons condition. During the 
first evening these pictures wei-e 
shown many women wept.

The total populaumi m (he state, 
as given by the last census, is 
J, 7.51, .394, and the population of the 
countie* north of Hennepin and 
Ramsey is 0.'!»4,701. 'i'hc increase 
in the northern part, of the state 
has been more rapid during 
the past ten years than the south- 
ern part. From 1890 to 1900, St 
Louis county increased in popula- 
tion from 44,820 to 82,932, Beltrami 
county from .312 to 11,0.30, Morris- 
on count v from 13,325 to 22,891, 
Todd county 12,930 to 22,214, and 
Itasca from 743 to 4, .573 These 
are but a few examples. Settlers 
are still coming to this section of 
the state and within the next ten 
years there will be a population of 
nearly a million. 

" There are many cities in this 
flection easily accessible and desir- 
able as a location for such R school, 
among them being Duluth, Brain- 
erd and Crookston, but Duluth 
could doubtless present superior 
claims for the school.
